Brnselcy, England, Where One Fnm- 


lly KIIM Made Them t or 2OT Yenrs. 
It is difficult to slate with any degree 


of accuracy when tobacco, was first in- 
troduced into Europe, but it is general-: 
]y believed that Sir Walter Ealeigh took 
it to England toward the end of the 
sixteenth century. With the introduc- 
tion of tobacco canie the. need of to- 
bacco pipes, as before tobacco smoking 
began the smoking erf herbs and leaves 
even for medicinal purposes was toot 
at all general. It is stated that at 
Braseley, in Shropshire, the first clay 
pipes were made; and although many 
are made in Glasgow and elsewhere, 
yet the -Braseley clay pipes are the 
best -known among! old smokers the 
world over,'and their manufacture is 
still continued by: descendants of the 
original makers. 
. . . 


The clay for making the pipes is and 


always has been obtained from Devon 
•and Cornwall, the absence df coalin 
these districts and the abundance of it 
in Braseley haying "offered sufficient in- 
ducement to the early manufacturers 
"to"-settle there. Pipe'making in the 
.early clays-of- its -introduction was a 
yery different matter frpmVwhat it is 
;now. Then the: greater part of the 
manipulation was performed^ by the 
master, and 20 or 84 gross" ware the 
largest quantity ever:.burned in. one 
Idli; This required about a ton of 
coal." Each pipe: rested 011 its bowl, 
and the stem:was-supported by rings 
of pipe clay placed one uponHhe other 
as the" kiln' .became filled;'the result 
Was -that at least- 20 per.cent, were 
warped or broken.in the kiln. 


At the present time the preliminary 


preparations of the clay .are made by 
men, 
but the most delicate part is al- 


most entirely intrusted to the hands 
of women. The .pipes are placed in 
"saggers," to be burned after the Dutch 
mode, and from 350 to 400 gross in one 
kiln are not an uncommon quantity. 
The breakages amount to, not more 
than one per cent. One collector has 
a splendid collection of old clay pipes* 
the oldest of them, from" their trade 
.marks, hailing from Braseley, and be- 
ing dated as long, ago as the year 1600.

MORMON JUBILEE. 


The fiftieth anniversary of the settle- 
ent of Utah will 
be celebrated 


roughout that State this week; in 
ot, the festivities have already began 


Salt Lake City and will continue 
rough the week. It is expected to be 
e grandest celebration ever seen in 
e inter-mountain country. 
The ju- 


lee was inaugurated by firing a na- 
>nal salute by the survivors of the 
mvoo Legion, and a parade by the 
oneere, who entered the Salt Lake 
lley in 1847. 
The Mormons, having been driven 
om Nanvoo, on the Mississippi, estab- 
ihed themselves temporarily at Win- 
r Quarters, in what is now the State 
Nebraska. In April, 1847, a call was 
ade for young and able-bodied volun- 
ers to proceed westward and select a 
ace for a permanent 
settlement. 


bout one hundred and fifty men re- 
londed to the call, and three women, 
16 wives of Brigham Young, Lorenzo 
Dung and Heber 0. Kimball, joined 
lem. 
Brigham was chosen chief of 


16 company, and with wagons loaded 
ith grain and farming implements, 
ie party set out into the wilderness in 
larch of the promised land. In July, 
47, th'3 party arrived at the present. 
te of Salt Lake City. 
They iinmedi- 


ely ploughed several acres of ground, 
hich they planted in potatoes and 
irn, laid oat a city and commenced 
lilding houses of adobes. They were 
ined by about one hundred and fifty 
embers of the Mormon battalion, who 
id enlisted in the United States army 
T tha Mexican war, and had been dis- 
larged at Pueblo, New Mexico, and 
ter in the year were reinforced by 
sarly sixteen hundred person?, meo, 
amen and children from Winter Quar- 
rs. These were the pioneers of Utali, 
id the six hundred and fifty of them

CIVILIZING APACHES. 


Difficult Undertaking of Govern- 


ment Agenta 


Splehdld ItesnltH at Determined Ef- 


fort* to Moke the Indian* Self- 


Supporting nud 


A 
marvelous 
transformation has 


taken place on the Mescalero Apache 
Indian reservation in southern New 
Mexico within two years, during which 
period V. E. Stottler, first lieutenant 
Tpnth infantry, United States army, has 
served as acting agent. The Indians 
number nearly 500, one-fifth being chil- 
djren of school age. Nurtured in ig- 
norance and superstition and reared in 
filth and laziness, these Indians have £or 
40 years stubbornly refused to respond 
to the government's efforts to civilize 
them. For a generation they have re- 
ceived rations of beef, coffee, 
flour, 


sugar, clothing, farm implements, etc. 
Good schools were established for them 
and dwellings built at government ex- 
pense, still they stuck to their rawhide 
tepees and persistently refused 
to 


school their children or to adopt civilian 
dress, adhering to their breechclouls 
and blankets and long hair. With the 
millions -expended annually in Indian 
education, next to nothing was being 
accomplished. There were about 500 
acres of irrigable and good land on the 
reservation, but the Indians were too 
lazy to plant crops that would have 
fxirnished them with the food necessary 
for their support. It was much more 
pleasant to draw rations from an in- 
dulgent and paternal government, and 
reserve their energy for war dances and 
brawls. There were 25 strong, broad- 
shouldered bucks, educated at the ex- 
pense of the government, 
running- 


around the reservation in paint and 
blanket. They were too lazy for manual 
labor. Several educated squaws were 
married and living in filthy tepees, 
while girls were usually taken out of 
school at ten and twelve years of age 
and sold for ponies into a bondage 
worse than death. 


Lieut. Stottler's predecessor had or- 


dered the bucks to cut their hair, and a 
revolution resulted. 
They refused 


pointblank, and that settled it. Stot- 
tler's first move was to increase the ra- 
tions of the police. He then informed 
them that they must all put on uniforms 
under pain of duress. They reluctantly 
obeyed. Then he ordered thorn to cut 
their hair. This caused a storm, niu! 
the matter was allowed to rest ior a 
time. His next command was to aban- 
don the tepees and move into the dwell- 
ings. All children over five years old 
were ordered to attend school. 
This 


was too much, and, by the advice of 
some of the whites, a petition was for- 
warded to Washington asking for Slot- 
tier's relief as agent. No attention was 
paid to the request, and the ringleaders 
were spotted and severely punished. 
The chief of police, an Indian, had been 
one of the instigators in this mo\ e, and 
he was discharged os such and put "on 
reduced rations. 


Several of the head men of the tribe 


were ordered to work and deprived of 
the office of spokesmen, under which 
system the other members made their 
wants known through the ngeiit. In 
this capacity the head men had been al- 
lowed extra rations and n small snlarj, 
and (hair reduction to the ranl:s made 
it possible for any member of the ti ibe 
to apply personally jor what ho needed 
in the way of land, implements, etc. 


This was an important 
point—-to 


break tliu power of the chiots nud de- 
stroy tribal relations, It WPS constant- 
ly iTnja'O&sed upon the Indians that in a 
few yeais rations would be cut oil' en- 
tirely, and tliosc vCho had not take?! 
laiid for cultivation would go hungry. 
At first they laughed at this, but the 
officer, by way ot example, cut off the 
food occasionally, and they at last came 
to realize that it woiild be a very eas3' 
matter to st,up nil rations. This had a 
saluuiry effect, and induced many oC 
them to £0 to work. Every man nnd 
woman raug-ht manufacturing Hlswin" 
was made to understand that it means 
0 Jpng reusou in the guardhouse on 
bread and water. 


Now nil is changed. 
The govern- 


ment's agent Is absolute master. Last 
fall their was harvested from theirii- 
gatcd lands 25,000 pounds of beets, 20,- 
000 pounds of cabbage, 1,000 pounds of 
cauliflower, 3,500 pounds ot turnips, 
],400 pounds of onions, 500 pount1^ ot 
radi'hcs, 1,400 pounds {rf celery, 2,000 
pounOs of pumpkins and squash, 400 
pounds 01 penn, $)CO, pounds ot com, 
0,5GO pounds oi potatoes, bcsidon cucum- 
bers, asparagus, etc. The school has a 
pen of swine, flocks of chickens, a herd 
of fine milch cows, and all the hay and 
fodder for them and ten horses raised 
on the fnrrn. 


Duviug 1S96, 
upon recommendation of 


Lieut. Siottlcr, the government jssued 
5,000 sheep J'oy distribution among the 
tribe, and 500 for the school. The idea 
is to have the Indians raise their own 
mutton, and then cut off the supply o! 
beef, which cost the government $6,50C 
in 1896. On July I next all rations ex- 
cept beef will be cut off. 


These Indians IIHVQ been, made nearly 


self-supporting within the brief period 
that Licuit. Stott!<"i' has been in charge. 
"pvery male on the reservation hits cut 
his hair, put on civ Hissed dress and taken 
a piece of land which he has fenced and 
commenced to raise grain and vege- 
tables. They all have cabins with cook 
stoves and utensils. There is no drunk- 
enness. Every man has ten head of 
sheep, and a like number for each mem- 
ber of his family. Every child on the 
reservation is nt school, Every man 
hns, a wagon, harness and plow. In two 
years these Indians have been trans- 
formed from lazy, filthy savages in red 
paint and breechclouts, into reasonable 
working human beings, with a care for 
the morrow, and a desire to become use- 
ful citizens. The history of government
